According to the cotton bulletin is­ 
sued today by the government, the 
number of bales of cotton ginned in 
Oklahoma during -che past season was 
1.00*5,016. This is a trifle below that 
of 1911 when 1,016,538 bales were gin­ 
ned. In Pontotoc county 24,480 bales 
were ginned as against 30,068 bales 
the year previous, and 25,937 in 1910. 
The falling off in Pontotoc was large­ 
ly due to the early freeze. The acre­ 
age was somewhat below that of 1911 
but the yield would have been' alm ost 
as much but for the frost which 
visited this section early in the sea­ 
son.

Cement-Making Material. 
A barrel of Portland cem ent will con­ 
sume about 430 pounds of limestone 
and 150 pounds of clay or shale. A 
plant making 1,000 barrels a day will 
therefore use, in the course of an or­ 
dinary year, about 66.000 tons of lime 
sttone and 22,000 tons of clay or shale 
Assuming average density for these 
m aterials, a 1,000-barrel 
plant will 
use up alm ost 1,000.000 cubic feet of 
limestone a year, together with 250.- 
000 cubic feet of shale. 
As the investment in plant is heavy, 
it would be folly to locate a cement 
plant, under ordinary circum stances, 
at a point where less than 20 years’ 
supply of raw m aterials is in sight 
A thousand-barrel 
plant, 
therefore 
should have 20,000.000 cubic feet of 
limestone and 5,000,000 cubic feet of 
lay or shale on its properties. (Bul­ 
letin o22, United 
States 
Geological 
Survey.)
